LARKEN LLtNES

Here I am againt #6! I muat be 
honest with you, I really did not 
expect this column to last thia 
long! If you remember the QL 
QORNER column, it only lasted 
about S-6 issues and died for lack 
of interest. I half expected this 
one to go the same way, but I am 
pleasantly suprised each time I 
receive more input for the column, 
and, as I said, as long as the 
interest ia there, from you, the 
readers, I will continue to write! 


Two quick news items regarding the 
Larken syatem: 


1)» The 256K RamDisk system is now 
available for the 2068 computer. 
At $130 plus shipping, w/64K, it 
will be a great addition to ANY 
2068 system, not just those with a 
disk system. It does work with a 
cassette system, and where better 
to use it!t?t It is available from 
Larken Electronics, RR#2, Navan, 
Ontario, Canada K4B 1HS and ‘from 
RMG Enterprises, 1419 i1/2 7th 
Street, Oregon City, OR 97045. The 
shipping charges may be different, 
so check before you order. 


2) The Larken Disk Editor/Utility 
Disk is now available from the two 
sources listed above for #%10.00 
U.S.. It is a very useful addition 
to your Larken library. 


I want to turn this month, asa 
promised, to the other Larken DOS 
systems. There are 3 other Larken 
DOS cartridges available to enable 
users of other systems to become 
compatible with each other. Larry 
Kenny is the FIRST one to actually 
address the possibility of having 
a “universal” DOS for all of the 
disk drive systems available for 
the 2068. I must admit, one of 
them has been left out, but that 
ia because it just could not be 
done, and that is the TOS or Timex 
Operating System. Larry said that 
it was more work than it was 
worth. The others are all aupport- 
ed: AERCO, RAMEX and OLIGER. 


“ 4 
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I have personally used the RAMEX 
and the AERCO Larken DOS 
cartridges and have enjoyed both 
of them. Admittedly, you do have 
to give up your original operating 
aystem in order to gain compatab- 
ility, but that is only for the 
diska that you wish to exchange 
with others. For your own use, you 
can continue to use your old DOS. 


The RAMEX/LARKEN DOS cartridge, 
when installed in the 2068 
cartridge port, allows one to use 
BOTH of the DOSs at the same time! 
I was amazed at thia fact. I found 
that I could LOAD a file, using 
RAMEX DOS from drive 1 and SAVE it 
to drive 2 using Larken DOS. I 
used this method several times and 
found it to be useful. It did have 
a tendency to lock up once in 
awhile, but it served the purpose 
of getting some of my files 
tranafered. I would not, however, 
recommend that you use this method 
too often, but it will sometimes 
gave some time. The two, DOSs are 
similar in the way that they are 
called into use, so you have to 
watch yourself when programming 
with them. The Ramex DOS uses 
“PRINT #4:" before each command, 
e.g. PRINT #4:LOAD “fln". If you 
set up your Larken based programs 
as suggested in all of the Larken 
docs, you will run into a problem 
as Larken suggests that you open 
Channel #4 and send the disk 
commands to it. You CANNOT do that 
if you are using the Rames I/F, 
unless you first remove the RAMEX 
DOS eprom! To get around this, and 
allow you to use both systems, you 
simply use the primary Larken DOS 
command in front of the commands 
that you are directing to the 
Larken based diak, e.g. RANDOMIZE 
USR 10@:LOAD “fln.Bi". TI have 
since gone to using the RAND USR 
call exclusively. I find it less 
confusing than trying to remember 
which system I am using it with 
and therefore can no longer 
confuse my poor 2068.

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The Larken AERCO DOS cartridge you 
do not have the option of using 
both of the systems as the Aerco 
system uses the NMI line for 
another purpose and it must be cut 
and @ small awitch inatalled in 
order to use the Larken DOS cart- 
ridge with it. This ia a Simple 5 
minute modification and allowa you 
to switch between operating 
systems by simply turning off the 
2068, removing or inatalling the 
DOS cartridge and putting the 
switch in the proper position. I 
have found thia a very nice system 
combination that allows me to go 
between the Larken DOS for all of 
my Basic needs and to return to 
the Aerco DOS in order to make use 
of the RCP/M system that Aerco has 
to offer. 


I have not personally used the 
OLIGER Larken DOS cartridge, but 
our newletter editor, Dick Wagner, 
has and I am going to impose upon 
him to submit a short review of 
the system to me for next months’ 
column. 


I realize that this is only an 
' overview of the systema, but I may 
go into more detail if there semmae 


to be enough interest in the 
subject. Let me know what you 
think. 


Until next time, I will keep using 
what ia certain to be, in my 
opinion, the #1 DOS for the 2068 
in the future, the LARKEN DOS.

RENUMBER 
SUBROUTINE 
Glen Ten-Eyck 


Here is a handy little trick for 
making subroutines that can be 
renumbered by simple basic renumber 
Programa. It does away with GO TO’s. 
At the start of the subroutine, or 
elsewhere in the program if it is 
more convenient, define ai string 
with a name that is not used 
elsewhere or is a throwaway. X$ will 
be used in the illustration. 


9000 LET X#="PEEK 23621+256*PEEK 
23622" 
9010 LET PPC=VAL X$+20: POKE 


23618, (PPC-256* INT CPPC/256)):POKE 
23619, INT (PPC/256):POKE 23620, 1 
9020 PRINT “IT DOES NOT WORK" 

9030 PRINT FLASH 1;"IT WORKS!" 


These are the rules to use--: 
1. Line numbers must advance in a 
uniform fashion, by 10’s is easiest 
for me. 
2. VAL X$ establishes the current 
line # from the system variables. 
The amount that is added or 
subtracted will the program to the 
new line number. In this case, add 
20 advances the program to 9030 = and 
skips 9020 altogether. 
3. 23620 must be POKEd to 1 in order 
to force the jump to statement 1 of 
the target line. 


Try renumbering 
all that you want. As 
stay with a spacing of 10, it will 
work. If you change the line 
spacing, it will still work if you 
remember ta change the 20 in line 
9010 to the appropriate figure (2* 
line spaces).

Can you LLIST without interference 
from standard graphics? 

Can. you print a listing of all lines 
you want to relocate so you can 
create MERGE program sets? 

Can you omit the LI-ISTing program 
itself from being LLISTed? 

Does your interface da what you WANT 
it to da? 

Can you format the LLISTing as you 
wish? 


Why the &Z@# not? 


All these features represent 
deficiencies in commercial LLIST 
programs. Mostly it is caused by a 
lack of recognition that PRINT and 
LIST refer to the SCREEN but LPRINT 
& LLIST refer to a PRINTER. The two 
cannot be treated alike. The 
"advantage" of using tokens in print 
strings applies only to the 2040 
printer. No other printer is 
compatable with TS2068 tokens, nor 
is there any reason for them to be. 
Sticking with pure ASCIT, with no 
extensions, lets you talk with 
almost ALL available printers. 


The program LLISTed here has 
none of the prablems listed. It 
converts COMMON tokens to ASCII. It 
ignores color commands and number 
slugs which should not be printed 
anyway. It converts the few 
remaining unprintable characters to 
"2", ON ERR, SOUND & RESET are 
treated as characters, not tokens. 
UDGs are not printable, they appear 
as beat” hd . 


you can LLIST any number of 
lines, in any order, from one to the 
entire BASIC. You can jump around to 
collect them. 


The program is written in 
relocatable format. All relative 
jumps and the program location 
depend on a single KEYWORD, (Wk). 
Move it anywhere you need for MERGE 
compatability. Just be sure to 


update the value of Wk in the 
present line 7900. You might want to 
change the name of Wk to something 
else. 


Though the program is entirely 
in BASIC, it takes advantage of the 
power ful editing capabilities of the 
TS2068. It is incidental that you 
can follow the program on the 
screen. 


If you are frugal, and hate to 
waste paper, set Margin=0, Wide= the 
maximum (807) for your prinier, and 
set Wq=0 in Line 73910. If you are 
conventional, and want your listing 
to look as much like the screen as 
possible, set Margin=15, Wide=32, 
and Wq=0. If you are really with it, 
and like your listings indented for 
maximum readability, try Margin=10, 
Wide=64, and Wq=1. 


Editors Note: I tried this 
program with a printer IF that is 
selectable for ASCII or SINCLAIR 
BASIC. With SINCLAIR BASIC, some 
keywords are treated as characters 
and the line length overshoots to 
print it out. 


To make this program useable 
you must correct the listing as 
follows: line 7900, Sth statement, 
change the bracket to "ON ERR" as a 
token. Line 7901, change the bracket 
and ? to the tokens "ON ERR RESET". 
These tokens are not ASCII 
characters.
